II. Treasurer’s Report

III. Executive Directors Report - Becky Matkov: 

DHT received a State heritage tourism grant of $19,000, secured for a website and magazine. We will 
not receive the funds until next year. 

A motion was made for DHT to write a letter of appreciation to George Percy thanking him for all that 
he has done for historic preservation. Moved by Dolly MacIntyre, seconded by G. Neary. Passed. 
Preservation Today ads: $7,000 worth of ads has been sold. The magazine will be published by the end 
of December 1999. 

DHT mailed out a letter to solicit special year-end donations. 

There will be a membership recruitment event for DHT and The Florida Trust on January 16 th , 2000 at 
the Bonnet House. Invitations to be mailed out by The Florida Trust, and there will be no expense for 


DHT. 


Becky met with Patti Allen to discuss the fund-raising idea of DHT partnering with restoration 
developers. A motion was made directing B. Matkov to research this partnering with potential 
developers and to set up meetings with them. Richard Heisenbottle will attend these meetings.

V. Press Relase and Press conference of DHT’s “Ten Most Endangered Sites” List. 

DHT will hold a press conference on December 13 th , 1999. Board members are encouraged to attend 
and will be notified as to the time and place.

date. A motion was made to move the Freedom Tower to #1 on the Endangered Sites List and The 
Miami Circle to #2. Moved: G. Neary. Seconded - Richard Heisenbottle. Passed. 

VI. Lummus Park Neighborhood Demolition Issue - R. Heisenbottle 

Richard Heisenbottle reported that he has attended two meetings with the developers to discuss the 
“contributing buildings” which are to be demolished in the Lummus Park neighborhood. He prepared a 
sketch of ways to “incorporate the historic structures”. Unfortunately, there has been no mitigation. 
And DHT has requested a 106 review by the State and National Advisory Council, since federal money 
is being used by the developer for the project. 

VII. Board Training Workshop - D. MacIntyre

Dolly suggested DHT needs to have a serious Board Workshop in late January or early February. Judy 
Pruitt has a friend who presents such workshops.

As you will recall, during a recent commission meeting, Dade Heritage Trust and other 
members of the preservation community expressed their concern and displeasure with the 
proposed Miami River Apartments project that had been proposed for NW 4 th Street, an area 
within the Lummus Park Historic District boundary. At that meeting, the commission rejected 
the Gatehouse Group’s proposal for a variance on parking and sent the developer back to 
the drawing boards to readdress the design. 

We are please to say that as result of that decision, and the discussions that have ensued 
with the developer under Section 106 of the National Historic Preservation Act, the 
developer has come up with a new proposal that has great merit and deserves your support. 

This new proposal redesigns the high-rise apartment tower and wraps the 4 th Street 
elevation of the parking garage with residential apartments, thus, providing activity along the 
entire city block. More importantly, the developer has agreed to restore and incorporate into 
the project the most significant single-family homes on the south side of NW 4 th Street. In 
addition, he has proposed to relocate another most historic contributing home to a new site 
that he will purchase on NW 3 rd Street, adjacent to Lummus Park. 

We applaud these efforts at redesign, not only because it maintains the fabric of the existing 
historic neighborhood, but also because the new project makes good planning sense f 
or the City. 

It is our understanding that the developer will still need your support in allowing a small 
number of parking places to be transferred from the south side of the street to the new 
garage on the north side of the street. We encourage your support for this variance, and 
hope that the project can now go forward with this new design.

DADE HERITAGE TRUST ANNOUNCES FIRST ANNUAL LIST 

OF 

“10 MOST ENDANGERED HISTORIC SITES” 


Dade Heritage Trust, Miami-Dade County’s largest historic preservation 
organization, has recently selected ten sites in Miami-Dade County for its first 
annual “Most Endangered Historic Sites” list. These sites are highly significant 
symbols of our community’s heritage that are threatened by neglect, deterioration, 
lack of maintenance, insufficient funds, inappropriate development, or insensitive 
public policy. 

1) The Miami News/ Freedom Tower. Designed by Schultz & Weaver, this 
magnificent structure was built in 1925 and served as the Miami News Tower for 
32 years. In 1962, it became the Cuban Refugee Assistance Center, as America 
generously opened its doors— and hearts—to hundreds of thousands of Cubans 
fleeing Fidel Castro’s dictatorship. The Miami News Tower became known as the 
Freedom Tower, a symbol of liberty and hope. Listed on the National Register of 
Historic Places, this building has endured much over the years. It was beautifully 
restored in 1988, but the building has been vacant and neglected since 1993. In 
1997 Dade Heritage Trust succeeded in securing State CARL funding to purchase 
and preserve the Freedom Tower as a Heritage Center, but the Jorge Mas Canosa 
family purchased the building and decided not to sell. They have promised to 
restore the building for two years now, but nothing has been done. The windows 
are all broken or removed, leaving the building vulnerable to rain, storms, vandals 
and structural deterioration. We fear that this building—so dear to Miamians of 
every race and culture-is being demolished by neglect. Dade Heritage Trust asks 
the owners to either secure the building, restore the building, or sell the building 
to the State of Florida and allow preservationists to restore it as as the public 
treasure it is. 

2) The Miami Circle, the now-world-famous 2000-year-old archeological site 
at the mouth of the Miami River. Last January, Dade Heritage Trust was the 
first to step forward to prevent the destruction of this one-of-a-kind cut-stone 
treasure, seeking a legal injunction to prevent its being bulldozed for a highrise the 
next day. Thanks to advocacy efforts, the political courage of Mayor Alex

Penelas and the Miami-DadeCounty Commission, the support of Governor Bush 
and the State Cabinet, and an $8.7 million loan from the Trust for Public Land, this 
site is now safe from the developer. However, funds must still be raised to repay 
the loan, and the future use and interpretation of this site must be carefully planned 
and monitored. 

3) Lummus Park Neighborhood on the Miami River. Seven historic houses, 
circa 1914, (along N.W. 4th Street between N.W. 4th Avenue and N.W. 5th 
Avenue) are in danger of being bulldozed by a developer for a low-income 
highrise project. On the grounds of Lummus Park are located Miam’s oldest 
house, the Wagner Homestead built in 1858, and the 1849 Ft Dallas Barracks. 

This neighborhood has tremendous potential as a historic district. To rip out 
historic resources for an uninspired housing project funded with HUD money 
makes no economic or legal sense. 

4) Virginia Key and the Marine Stadium. Virginia Key is home to sites of 
environmental, historic and architectural significance. Much of the island remains 
an unspoiled home to diverse wildlife in the shadow of Downtown Miami and the 
Port of Miami. Before desegregation, Virginia Key Beach was the only beach in 
Miami open to African-Americans. Plans are currently underway to designate the 
site historic. The Miami Marine Stadium, designed by Spillis, Candela & 

Associates in 1964, is a fine example of modem architecture and is the recipient of 
the 1990 ALA Florida Test of Time Award. It is threatened with demolition by 
neglect. Dade Heritage Trust urges the The City of Miami to protect these historic 
and architectural resources by limiting development of Virginia Key and finding 
new uses for the Marine Stadium. 

5) The “Barnacle Addition.” This is the last parcel of undeveloped 
waterfront land in Coconut Grove that contains this community’s links to its 
past. Located in the heart of Coconut Grove’s downtown, at 3471 Main Highway, 
this once heavily wooded land that slopes gently to Biscayne Bay contains 
remnants of a prehistoric Tequesta Indian village and vestiges of early pioneer life. 
Some experts believe that a small opening in a historic coral rock wall next to the 
land is part of an old Indian foot path, the coastal route that linked ancient 
civilizations from the Miami River to the Deering Estate. Today, that route is 
called Old Cutler Road. 

The State of Florida’s CARL program, the Miami-Dade County Environmentally 
Endangered Lands Programs, archaeologists, environmentalists, 
preservationists and hundreds of concerned citizens care deeply about 


proteeung this property. Indeed, the County and State have set aside 
milhons for its purchase. In 1985, the City of Miami promised the State of 
Florida it would protect the land from development and make it a public park 
But today, out-of-town developers are bulldozing the land, clearing away 
remnants of the treasured tropical hammock to make way for a $56 million 
housing development that will be built atop the prehistoric village and the 
pioneer homestead. The 41, four-story town homes will be built smack in 
between historic Peacock Park and the Barnacle State Historic Site, home site 
ot Miami s earliest pioneer. Commodore Ralph Munroe, a shipbuilder, 
photographer and early environmentalist. 

Marjorie Stoneman Douglas once said that putting a development on this land 
would be like building Coney Island next to Plymouth Rock. We agree The 
Barnacle is our community’s Plymouth Rock and the Barnacle Addition should be 
returned to its rightful place - as part of Commodore Munroe’s homestead - 
a place of peace and reflection where future generations can pause to 

remember and respect our past, in the shade of the beloved hammock on the 
banks of the bay. 


6) The Redland in South Dade. Among Miami-Dade County’s unique 
treasures is the Redland, the only tropical farmland in the continental United 
States. This vast agricultural hinterland of enormous skies, palm-lined roads and 
hmestone walls is threatened by suburban sprawl, while farmers are being squeezed 
by cheap Mexican and South American produce now available in the U.S through 
the North American Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA). A multi-pronged approach 
of public land acquisition and economic diversification, including heritage and 

utique tourism, a la California’s Napa Valley, is required to preserve this one-of- 
a-kind resource for posterity. 

7) The Curtiss Mansion in Miami Springs. This designated historic site is the 

former home of Glenn Curtiss, world-famous aviator and developer of Hialeah, 
Miami Springs and Opa-locka. Curtis designed his Pueblo-style home in 1925 at 
50° Deer Run and lived there until his death in 1930. His home is now owned by 
the City of Miami Springs. It has barely survived vandalism, neglect, and three 
fires in the last five years. The City has been given a five-year deadline to raise the 
funds to restore it or it will be demolished. 


8) The Gusman Center. Originally called the “Olympia,” Gusman was built in 
1926 as an “atmospheric” movie theater designed by John Eberson. It seats 1700, 
has a famed Wurlitzer organ, perfect acoustics,and magnificent architecture. This 
crown jewel of Downtown Miami’s “Main Street” program has been underfunded 
and understaffed for years, and needs $6 million in restoration work. The City of 
Miami has finally reluctantly begun negotiations to turn the theater over to Miami- 
Dade County. This is a landmark which must be preserved and supported 
financially. 

9) “MiMo M (Miami Modern) Hotels on Miami Beach. 1999 saw the 
demolition of two of Miami Beach’s finest Post-War Modem hotels, the Bel Aire 
(1949) and the Royal York (1950), both by Albert Anis, and motels like the 
Fountainhead and the Blue Mist in Sunny Isles. At present, fifty percent of the 
Carillon (6801 Collins Avenue) is in peril of demolition for a hotel tower. The 
owners of the Rowe Motel(6800 Collins Avenue) have twice presented plans to 
the City of Miami Beach for complete demolition. Development pressure for 
oceanfront residential highrise living will lead to the disappearance of motels of 
the 1950s unless the city governments of Miami Beach, Surfside, Bal Harbour, 
and Sunny Isles Beach protect this great collection of twentieth century resort 
architecture. 

10) South Florida Bungalows. Bungalows were built throughout middle class 
suburbs in Miami from 1910 through the 1930s. Mail order catalogs offered 
complete building plans and specs for five dollars. The bungalow’s high pitched 
roof, large windows, deep set porches and wide eaves were well suited to South 
Florida’s climate and are good models for sustainable designs today. They were 
constructed of Dade County pine, with foundations, walls, chimneys and porch 
supports made of oolitic limestone, often mined at the construction site. Stone 
piers added stability against high winds. Their informal floor plans and simple 
construction allowed local builders to give these houses a personal touch. 

Bungalows still contribute to the urban fabric in Little Havana, particularly the 
subdivisions once known as the Lawrence Estates Park and Riverview. These 
bungalows in Little Havana are quickly becoming a thing of the past as they are 
demolished to make way for more multi-family housing.

The Freedom Tower, one of the region's most 
beloved historic landmarks, is one of Its most en¬ 
dangered. a preservation group said Monday, cit¬ 
ing the neglect that has left the 1925 building open 
to the ravages of rain, wind and vagrants.
